In 
other words, in most of his 
movies Ray Harryhausen 
doesn’t keep you waiting. Nor 
does he bore you.

HASN’T Mr. Harryhausen re- 
vealed? He has written a 
whole book on his movies & 
effects, FILM FANTASY 
SCRAPBOOK. He nourished 
it with numerous movie & 
"behind the scene” fotos. And 
besides, if he did give away all 
his secrets, wouldn’t he be 
copies by other studios & ani- 
mators? Would he appeal to 
us as much it we knew exact- 
ly how he performs his mag- 
ic?

F orry ACKERMAN was Co-Guest of 
Horror with GEORGE PAL at the mid- 
year monster movie marathon that went 
on day & nite in San Diego, southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Every hotel clear down to the ocean front 
was filled with fans from all over the USA 
and as far away as one young lady from 
Germany. 

An estimated 9000 imagi-movie and TV 
“Star Trek” devotees enjoyed 3 rapturous 
days & nites during which they were treat- 
ed to everything |rom showings of KING 
KONG, THE island OF LOST SOULS, 
THINGS TO COME, WHITE ZOMBIE and 
20 MILLION MILES TO EARTH to 
SCHLOCK. Rick Baker, who created the 
Schlockthropus, and John Landis, who 
starred as the ill-starred creature in the 
latter film, were both present at its show- 
ing to answer questions. 

George Pal spoke to a crowded hall, 
showed exberpts from THE TIME MA- 
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CHINE and other of his past successes, and 
answered numerous questions put to him 
from the floor. 

Master make-up artists William (“Oscar”) 
Tuttle & Rick (“Emmy”) Baker gave excit- 
ing personal make-up demonstrations.

You 
will be delighted to hear, I’m sure, that George 
Pal plans to take us back— or ahead— to the fan- 
tastic Wellsian world of 802,701 in THE TIME 
MACHINE II. {Loud Applause.) 

Fritz Lang, the maker of METROPOLIS, 
the dragon-master of SIEGFRIED, the man who 
put a WOMAN on THE MOON in 1929 -who 
will celebrate his 85th birthday this December 
and whom, incidentally. I saw last Thursday af- 
ternoon— once told me that he would like to 
film Lovecraft’s SHADOW OVER INNS- 
MOUTH. He is beyond his movie-making days, 
now, so that we will never have the combination 
of Lang & Lovecraft, but nevertheless the film 
is to be made. It is currently in the scripting 
form. 

Also in scripting form are L. Ron Hubbard’s

death . . . love . . . bugs 

Excited by the success of DEATH RACE 
2000, Roger Corman is looking for a quick suc- 
cessor, another work to cash in on the futuristic 
violence craze expected to reach its height with 
the soon-to-be-released ROLLERBALL, a bloody 
sport spectacle of the 21st century. 

Behind the soap opera-ish title QUEST FOR 
LOVE lies a British production already made 
but little seen in this country, in fact I would 
not even have been aware of its existence had it 
not been called to my attention by reviewer Ed- 
ward Bryant shortly before I left for the Filmcon. 
A parallel world film, Bryant describes it as: 
"A young physicist fouls up an experiment with 
a new linear accelerator and is shunted into a 
parallel England. It is a world much like our 
own, save that heart surgery is not as advanced, 
John F. Kennedy & Leslie Howard are still alive 
[ Howard was the actor who starred in the time 
travel tale BERKELEY SQUARE and was, if 
I recall correctly, shot down in a passenger plane 
during World War 2.) Various other differences 
become apparent as the picture progresses. 

“The physicist ^realizes what has happened 
with the aid of a theorist ( Denholm Elliott) whose 
dream was always to prove the reality of paral- 
lel worlds. Our hero, also falls in love with a rav- 
ishingly beautiful woman (Joan Collins) who 
perishes in mid-picture of a congenital heart de- 
fect. The physicist realizes that perhaps there’s 
a Collins-analog back in his original world. The 
rest of the picture is his quest to find her.” 

Soon to be released is William Castle’s BUG, 
derived from the novel “The Hephaestus Plague.” 
and I have seen the preview and can guarantee 
you, you will sleep with a fire extinguisher under 
your pillow after experiencing this harrowing 
picturization of mankind menaced by a brand of 
incendiary insects that emerge from the earth 
after a quake that shakes them loose from their 
unsuspected subterranean dwelling. What 
FAHRENHEIT 451 did for firemen and Hitch- 
cock did for THE BIRDS, Castle does for these 
insects extraordinary. The picture will leave you 
—you should pardon the expression— bugeyed. 

The biggie in the works at 20th-Fox is STAR 
WARS, which has the sound to it of a Doc Smith 
interstellar epic. I don’t know just how she may 
fit into the picture but I have been contacted 
by the producer, quite concerned with studying 
fotos of the METROPOLIS robotrix in conjunc- 
tion with his film. 

At MGM they’re planning a sequel to WEST- 
WORLD: FUTUREWORLD. 

Warner Bros, next futuristic offering will be 
THE BARONY with Yul Brynner, a story taking 
place in a kind of soylent green world. 


Works Wm. Castle is known to have been con- 
sidering lately include S. Fowler Wright’s in- 
credible panorama of 500,000 years hence, THE 
WORLD BELOW; Harlan Ellison’s I HAVE NO 
MOUTH AND I MUST SCREAM; and the nov- 
el THE PLASTIC EATERS. 

^ Three different versions of THE FOUR-SID- 
ED TRIANGLE were lost in manuscript form 
during its writing during World War 2. When at 
last completed & published, I read it and it im- 
mediately became one of my favorite science fic- 
tion novels of all time. The Crime of the Century 
was the way it was mangled when it was trans- 
ferred to the screen many years ago as a poverty 
row quickie. I was recently delighted to learn 
from the author that a serious major television 
version of it is to be made in France. It is also 
seriously being considered for remake by an 
Emmy-winning American director who has been 
a long-time science fiction enthusiast. Properly 
realized, this film could do for its dual-role fe- 
male lead what DR. JEKYLL & MR. HYDE did 
for Oscar winner Fredric March. 

Geo. Pal has the amazing biographer of Tar- 
zan. Doc Savage & Allan Quatermain; the Riv- 
erboat captain; the alter ego of Kilgore Trout; 
the one-man multiple rnanuscript manufacturer 
Philip Jos6 Farmer hard at work on the exciting 
second DOC SAVAGE feature, THE ARCH 
ENEMY OF EVIL. 

SUPERMAN is coming back to the screen. 
STAR TREK— well. I'll leave Gene Rodden- 
berry or Dorothy Fontana or some of the other 
individuals more intimately connected with the 
series than I to give you the great news about 
the feature. 

LOGAN’S RUN— the multi-million dollar proj- 
ect at MGM of Saul David, the producer who 
gave us FANTASTIC VOYAGE. A modern clas- 
sic of the 23rd Century that will require 7 sound 
stages and 80 sets to film. America, 300 years 
hence, will be one great domed city stretching 
from Chicago to New York, weather-controlled, 
ecologically perfect: one person dies, one is born.

WILLIAM SHATNER 

William Shatner, a native of Montreal, Canada, 
was a senior at McGill University's College of 
Commerce when he decided on a theatrical ca- 
reer. He joined the Canadian National Reper- 
tory Theater in Ottawa, the alma mater of most 
of the Dominion’s distinguished actors. 

Shatner had enjoyed his first taste of acting 
at 8. Two years later he was enrolled in the Chil- 
dren's Professional School in Montreal. He was 
graduated to Juvenile roles on radio for the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Company. On Saturday morn- 
ings he did fairy tales. 

In 1955 he accepted an offer from CBS- TV in 
Toronto to star in a television play.

Next, he signed a contract with MGM and 
moved to the West Coast. 

His most recent theatrical roles have been in 
Remote Asylum in Los Angeles and in many 
stock appearances around the country. 

Shatner’s versatility as an actor is illustrated 
most by his varied film roles. He received the 
Best Actor Award at the International Peace 
Festival in 1965 at Los Alamos, New Mexico, 


for his work in THE INTRUDER. 

INCUBUS is another example of the unusual 
fare in which Shatner has taken part. It is an 
Esperanto language supernatural motion pic- 
ture. 

Star Trek, the hour-long weekly NBC/TV se- 
ries, has enjoyed a remarkable history. On the 
series, Shatner was cast as Capt. James Kirk, 
commander of the USS Enterprise, a cruiser- 
sized space ship. He is expected to reprise his 
famous role in a motion picture version of STAR 
TREK. 

It seems to Shatner that making the movie 
has affected people in and around it. Having 
worked in so many Star Trek episodes which fre- 
quently concerned individuals who used mental 
powers to control others, Shatner feels that “it 
is possible for whatever one believes emphati- 
cally, to really happen." 

Shatner sincerely believes that an “X” factor 
exists in all of us and it’s plausible for this fac- 
tor to stem from some extraterrestrial influence. 
“There's an unexplainable something about 
mankind that has influenced all his behavior 
thruout the ages,” Shatner says. “And there are 
too many things that do happen that cannot be 
explained." 

Shatner points out that the science fiction in 
Star Trek was imaginable. “There are so many 
things that we’re not even capable of imagining,” 
he adds. 

Shatner has been intrigued by the various cults 
that have existed thru the ages. “I'm just curious 
and very open-minded,” he says and smiles, “per- 
haps that’s my ‘X’ factor.”

ERNEST BORGNINE 

Ernest Borgnine literally changed the face of 
the motion picture leading man in 1955. That 
year he delivered an Oscar-winning performance 
in MARTY and became the first contemporary 
“character star” of American films. 

Borgnine has since distinguished himself in 
some 60 motion pictures. His most recent star- 
ring performance was in THE POSEIDON AD- 
VENTURE, one of the most successful boxoffice 
hits in motion picture history. He also starred 
in EMPEROR OF THE NORTH POLE and THE 
NEPTUNE FACTOR. 

Ernest Borgnine was born in Hamden, Conn., 
on January 24. 

After World War 2, Borgnine took his Navy 
discharge and looked toward a new career. At 
28 he dreaded the humdrum life at an office desk 
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or factory line. His mother, as if it were the most 
natural thing, said: “Why don’t you be an ac- 
tor? You like making a fool of yourself in front 
of people.” He agreed. 

Some of Borgnine's film credits include THE 
WILD BUNCH. THE ADVENTURERS, ICE 
STATION ZEBRA, WILLARD and SUPPOSE 
THEY GAVE A WAR AND NOBODY CAME? 

A performer who is always working, Borgnine 
cheerfully discusses his career mistakes. As 
with the motion picture WILLARD, for which 
he was offered either a straight salary or a per- 
centage of the profits. “I exercised my usual 
fine judgment,” he says ruefully, “and took the 
salary. Who’d ever want to see a cast of rats?” 
The film was one of the top boxoffice hits of 
1971. 

It’s not every day that an actor gets to play 
the Devil in the flesh— a flesh & bones Lucifer 




realized thru elaborate makeup & special effects. 
Star Ernest Borgnine got to experience this in 
what could be the most unusual film assignment 
of his motion picture career. “Borgnine is the 
closest thing to the Devil yet seen on the screen 

— anytime, anyplace, anywhere!" says the pro- 
ducer. 

“I had to go thru a lot of changes playing 
Corbis," said Borgnine, “including at one point 
getting transformed into a goat-like image of the 
Devil, the hottest, most difficult makeup I’ve 
ever had to wear!” 

Borgnine tackled his role with considerable 
gusto, immersing himself in the wide body of 
literature about Satanism and the occult. He 
brought numerous volumes on the subject with 
him. “But once the film ended,” said Ernie, 
“those books went right back to the library 
shelves. Getting the devil out of you can only be 
a healthy attitude if the action taken is positive 

— never working against the betterment of man- 
kind."

His first 
stage appearance was at the age of 8 and in his 
teens he won the Wisconsin State Oratorical 
Contest in 1915. His very first talkie— and your 
editor remembers seeing it— was in 1929, THE 
DUMMY. He later appeared in THE STUDIO 
MURDER MYSTERY, MANSLAUGHTER, 
NIGHT ANGEL, DARK ANGEL, IF I HAD 
A MI? J ION, TOMORROW THE WORLD!, 
MERRILY WE GO TO HELL and ONE FOOT 
IN HEAVEN. 

With his alter ego. Prince Sirki, waiting for 
him there by his deathbed, it is not difficult to 
imagine Fredric March now has both feet in 
Heaven.

W hat the announcer failed to report was that 
part of the Tacker’s north field cracked 
wide open.

insects extraordinary 

What’s SO special about these insects? They’re 
just ordinary-looking. They’re nothing in size 
compared with the terrible atomic giants of 
THEM! (1953) or the locust-army from THE 
BEGINNING OF THE END (1957). They don’t 
march and devour everything in their path, in- 
cluding people, like the unstoppable Amazonian 
red soldier ants of George Pal's NAKED JUN- 
GLE (1953). But leaving the imaginary aside, 
those of you who saw the Oscar-winning docu- 
mentary THE HELLSTROM CHRONICLE 
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(1971) understand something of the havoc which 
real insects can wreak; locusts, who have built 
up a resistance to DDT, were seen ravaging 
Ethiopian farmlands; in Kenya, a mile-long col- 
umn of 20 million driver ants consumed every- 
thing in its path— including a giant iguana. With 
microphotography (the same process used in 
BUG) THE HELLSTROM CHRONICLE en- 
tered the labyrinth-like colonies of bees & ter- 
mites and showed a battle between newly-hatched 
queen bees for supremacy of a hive; and the 
frenzy of worker termites over their queen, who 
lays an egg every second— 86,400 a day, millions 
every month! 

But the insects of BUG can’t move very fast 
and, to top things off, they’re blind! So what’s 
to fear? 

incendiary insects 

THEY START FIRES! 

Parmiter: “We have a 6-legged boyscout here, 
I think. These rear antenna are very chitinous 
(tough). Unless I’m mistaken, this little fellow 
starts fires by rubbing them together—” 

FIRE BUGS! 

Shortly later he learns what actual type of in- 
sect this is: a cockroach! 

The cockroach has never been exotic enough 
to be a subject of serious lab study. It is not 
glamorous or eccentric enough even to photo- 
graph. If you look up the cockroach in reference 
books, however, you will find several interesting 
facts. The roach is so perfect in basic design that 
evolution is unnecessary. It flourished during 
the Carboniferous period, the age of jungles & 
great forests, over 350 million years ago. Cock- 
roaches lay eggs and care for their young. Their 
diet covers nearly everything— even beer. They 
eat everything man eats— cooked or not. Any- 
thing . . . which is why they love us so much. 
There isn’t an entomologist (person who studies 
insects) alive who hasn’t eaten them on field 
trips. Parmiter states in the film that he was 
served 3 different species inside an excellent 
enchilada in Mexico and he finished the meal and 
was still alive. 

But will we be here after the roaches finish 
their meal? Because, only by reducing everything 
to ashes can the cockroaches digest the food! 
And in their blind instinct, that includes the cre- 
mation of... people! There’s nothing funny 
about these roaches; they are not Hal Roaches, 
they are — 

hell roaches 

At the end of a private screening at Para- 
mount Studios the screams of Sandi Kemp (part- 
time FM typist) still rang in the room (but she 
wasn’t embarrassed because all the other wom- 
en in the room had been screaming too!) I looked 
at Forry Ackerman and, for once, he seemed 
speechless. You will be, too, after you see BUG 
and are scared beyond your wildest imaginings! 





Guess Castle j^ust overheard that avtfful double en* 
trondre he pulled on the opposite pagel if he pulls 
any more puns like that, he may be demoted to edi- 
torship of FAMOUS MONSTERS OF FILMLANDI (A 
fate worse than debt.)

You actually want to turn away from the screen 
before the next terrifying scene . . . because YOU 
KNOW YOU WILL SCREAM! 

The director of BUG, Jeannot Szwarc, direct- 
ed (in my opinion) the two best Night Gallery 
episodes: “The Periwig” with the late Lawrence 
Harvey, and Joanna Petit, in which an evil man 
devises an insidious perfect crime by having an 
accomplice insert a caterpillar in the ear of his 
intended victim, then letting the insect eat its 
way into the man's brain. But blind fate turns 
the table and the caterpillar is mistakenly placed 
in the schemer’s ear! That in itself is terrible; but 
that’s not the end. The insect eats its way thru 
one ear and out the other! That is terrible: but 
that’s not the end, either. His pain & terror were 
only the beginning. Because the caterpillar wa^s 
a female and her eggs, which she laid inside his 
head, were beginning to hatch! 

The other Night Gallery episode which he di- 
rected was the unforgettable “Sins of the Fa- 
thers,” starring Barbara (BLACK SUNDAY) 
Steele. In the words of Rod Serling: 

“It deals with an ancient funeral rite called 
Sin Eating. The person, called a Sin Eater, at- 
tends a wake and partakes of the funeral food 
and in the process digests all the transgressions 
of the deceased so that the dead man’s soul de- 
parts the Earth a cleaner and sweeter little item; 
proving that we’ve become a bit more sophisticat- 
ed in our tribal rites but we are much the poorer 
for our 20th Century chromium intellect.” 

castle of terror 

William Castle needs no introduction to read- 
ers of FAMOUS MONSTERS OF FILMLAND 
(see FM #33 or 66). Mr. Castle is the Sultan of 
Shock and the creator of attention-grabbing 
gimmicks to create maximum interest for the re- 
lease of his films. In MACABRE, his gimmick 
was announcing that “In case of death by fright, 
life insurance policies from Lloyds’ of London 
were on sale in the theater lobby.” The film at- 
tracted masses of movie-goers wanting to be 
scared to death. THE TINGLER had certain 
rows in the theater wired for shocks at particular 
times during the film. THE HOUSE ON 
HAUNTED HILL (which, by the way, is just up 
the street from SON OF ACKERMANSION) 
had a skeleton on a wire pop from the screen 
and fly into the audience. 13 GHOSTS (remem- 
ber the super article in FM #8?) used 3-dimen- 
sional glasses to spot ghosts in the movie at 
crucial moments. MR. SARDONICUS actually 
polled the theater’s audience to find out what 
they thought should be the fate of the villain. 
And HOMICIDAL stopped the action (a Fright 
Break!) 10 minutes before the chilling climax 
as Castle’s voice came on the screen to tell all 
members of the audience that each & every per- 
son was entitled to a full refund if they chose 
to leave instead of enduring the terror of the 
film’s finish. I was in that audience— and I didn’t 
ask for my money back! I wanted to be scared 





to death and I got my money’s worth. 


rosemary’s castle 

Some people fell so heavily into ROSE- 
MARY’S BABY (1968) that they remember 
scenes which weren’t in the film. For example, 
the baby was never shown on the screen. But 
many people insist they saw the child, with clov- 
en hoofs & tiny horns, in the black-shrouded 
cradle. The suggestion of the horrible was enough 


to create fixed images in the minds of the viewers. 
Director Roman (FEARLESS VAMPIRE KILL- 
ERS) Polanski told the tale of a brooding hor- 
ror which was born of the union between a young 
woman and the Devil. Speaking of devils, remem- 
ber the scene where Rosemary runs into a tele- 
phone booth and she believes that the person 
outside the door is the doctor she’s fleeing and 
the man turns around and proves that he’s not 
Ralph (THE MAN WHO LIVED TWICE) Bel- 
lamy, the doctor? Well, that’s because he was 
William Castle, the producer!

bug-ginning of the end 

From the first rumble of the earthquake which 
unleashes the fire roaches, BUG needs no gim- 
micks to help it along. Terror mounts upon ter- 
ror as the ferocious creepie-crawlies feed upon 
carbon, creating their food source instantly by 
burning cars, houses, people, animals, whatever, 
with a flame of incinerating proportions. Im- 
pervious to all attempts to destroy them, the 
insects threaten to ignite the entire city of Riv- 
erside, California, before moving on to engulf 
the rest of the country. 

Bradford Dillman, as the fascinated scientist, 
^ves the finest performance of his career. At 
first curious, he then becomes dedicated to the 
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destruction of the killer creatures and step by 
logical step his mind snaps under the strain un- 
til, now mad, he comes to identify himself with 
the flame bugs. He dispovers how to kill them, 
and they are destroyed— except that a second 
generation has been bred: more deadly, alarming, 
intelligent & versatile than the first! Warriors 
with wings intent on reducing Earth to ashes! 

There is no intention to bug you or burn you 
up by withholding the bizarre ending, only a de- 
sire not to spoil the plot. This is a terrifying film 
and truly frightening films are few & far between 
these days. 

SEE IT— but don’t see it if you have a weak 
heart, that would be the wrong aproac/z. END 
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W HO stares there? Is it Murder 
Legrande as played by Bela 
Lugosi in WHITE ZOMBIE? Are 
they the eyes, perhaps, of the Pan- 
ther Woman in ISLAND OF LOST 
SOULS? 

Could these hypnotic orbs be- 
long to Simone Simon in THE CAT 
PEOPLE? 

Well, we'll let the cat this much 
out of the bag: the owner of the 
optics was the BOLDER ALARM CO. 
That is, if you'll re-arrange those 
letters, they'll spell the name of 
the player who starred in PAUL 
ft. SAUNTER — and if you re-arrange 
the letters in that name right, 
you'll have the title of the movie!

Madman. Murderer. He was both, in 
fright films. In DOCTOR DEATH, which 
was to have been the first of a series about 
a sinister figure 1200 years old, Seymour 
had a cameo role as a creepy movie killer 
who strangled the victim while outfitted in 
his familiar cape & hat. 

In THE INCREDIBLE 2-HEADED 
TRANSPLANThe portrayed a curious care- 
taker whose retarded son became part of 
a monster. 

Around Horrorwood he was in constant 
demand as a Monster of Ceremonies at Fri- 
day the 13th shows, Halloween Specials, 
Dracula Banquets, Witchcraft & Sorcery 
Conventions, Horror Marathons & Monster 
Previews & Premieres. 

Knowing he was dying of cancer, he nev- 
ertheless got up from his sickbed one last 
time last Halloween to do a spook stint at 
Knott’s Betty Farm, a Southern California 
attraction similar to Disneyland. 

His final months & days may very well 
have been agonizing but one never heard 
a complaint from Larry Vincent. The last 
time I talked to him on the phone, a few 
weeks before he died, he never let on that 
anything was happening; he was his same 
cheerful self. 


a great horror host is gone 

H e was tailor-made for the role of The 
Shadow. But he never played it and now 
he’s gone into the domain of dark shad- 
ows, beckoned at the beginning of March 
by Prince Sirki. 

Rarely serious, “Seymour” (whose real 
name was Larry Vincent) had a wry sense 
of humor & devilish delivery that delight- 
ed legions of admirers who faithfully fol- 
lowed his terrorvision presentations in the 
Southern Karloffornia area of grade Z 
shock-schlock which he panned unmerci- 
fully. 

“You’re bigger fools than I took you for,” 
he would mercilessly rib an audience, “if 
you’ve stayed up this late for this little. 
When they called this bomb the sleeper of 
the year, they must have had a Nytol com- 
mercial in mind. Frankly, the picture you 
are about to see is so bad that it could bring 
back radio. Please, I beg you, take a sleep- 
ing pill before settling down to watch . . . 
MA & PA KETTLE MEET THE FLYING 
SAUCERS FROM THE WHITE LAGOON, 
A.D. 1927, introducing Mary Pickford & 
Fatty Arbuckle.” 

Stuck with stinkers, he did his devil best 
to salvage something out of them. “I call 
them as I see them,” was one of his favorite 
expressions, “and if there was a letter in 
the alphabet beyond Z, that’s how I’d grade 
the flop you're about to see — SON OF 
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The Master of the Mirthfully Macabre as we'll always remember him. Forewell. Larry (SEYMOUR) Vin- 
cent, dead of cancer at 50.

His talk-down, Don Rickies approach to 
his viewers was utterly delightful and he en- 
deared himself with his good-natured putdown 
to his fans. His “overfilm insert remarks” were 
innovative in the field. We have lost a truly great 
host in the Gothic TV medium and I have lost a 
well-respected personal friend of several years 
standing. Larry Vincent will be sorely missed & 
long remembered.— Walter J. Daugherty 

make-up maestro verne 
langdon's tribute 

“This one’s a real bomb!” That was more often 
than not the way “Seymour” (Larry Vincent) 
would aptly badmouth the triple-B sci-fi & “hor- 
ror” movies he hosted for half a decade over Los 
Angeles television stations. His floppy black 
hat & sleazy cape helped build the image of a 
tacky horror MC foisting off the third-rate bill 
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of fare on his suspecting public, and Larry the 
actor loved “Seymour” the imperfect host. 

On Sunday, March 9, at St. Joseph’s Hospital 
in Burbank (the same hospital where Walt Dis- 
ney passed away) Larry Vincent & Seymour 
were spirited off by the fellow in the bright night- 
gown-cancer of the stomach, to be more specific, 
was the 50-year-old actor’s Conqueror Worm. 

Larry was a man of warm humor & strong 
faith; these qualities carried him thru until the 
very end, easing the pain for himself and his 
family & friends. He was always fun to be with 
and even now, in the shadow of “Death,” fun to 
remember. 

We met when his manager, Gary Blair, pro- 
posed a “Seymour” record album, and although 
the idea never got off tKe ground, the friendship 
did. I spent many happy evenings watching Sey- 
mour demolish Poe’s “Raven” on stage at the 
Mayfair Music Hall in Santa Monica, Calif., 
and always we’d have a laugh or two after the 
show. When at last his illness forced him off the 
stage into the sickbed, Larry Vincent still man- 
aged one-liners & jokes for visitors, and always 
had a supply of Seymour’s publicity pictures to 
autograph for fellow-patients. 

He looked like a drenched John Carradine and 
sounded like Groucho Marx and his style of 
comedy closely resembled Ernie Kovacs’ school 



of shtick. His final telecast found Seymour stand- 
ing alone, looking dejectedly into the camera as 
his very “home," the Seymour set, was quickly 
dismantled by stagehands and carted off, a piece 
at a time. Then with a shrug & a wave of the 
hand, Seymour just walked away. 

“Aloha,” Seymour & Larry Vincent; you will 
“both” be missed— but remembered with a smile.

“He gave unstintingly of himself to our Society 
and was one of its most beloved & honored mem- 
bers.

Larry Vincent probably would have poohpooh- 
ed any particular singling out of him for praise 
upon his passing, claiming “It’s not my style!”, 
so we'll just say hail & farewell to a stylish gen- 
tleman who left an indelible mark on a legion of 
friends & admirers.
